ADVERTISING. 


Looking over a Home paper 
which has just arrived we notice 
that leather-makers have seem- 
ingly banded themselves and are 
now engaged on a big advertising 
campaign which has its 
slogan: “Nothing. takes the 
place of leather.” These adver- 
tisements are signed, not by any 
individual firm, but by an organi- 
sation of tanners.: From what 
we have read of the subject, it 
‘appears that these tanners used 
to compete with each other to 
get as big a share as possible of 
the business available. Now. 
confronted bya rapidiy increas- 
ing use of leather substitutes 
they find it wise to band them- 
selves together, bury the axe and 
unite against the common enemy 
substitutes.

We make méntion of this parti- 
cular campaign because it is 
typical of a decided change that 
is taking place in advertising 
and general salesmanship, especi- 
ally. in the big centres of popula- 
tion. It is fairly common now- 
adays to see an advertisement 
put out by cement makers insist- 
ing that concrete is the ideal 
building material. On another 
pege tosy ‘be found a similar 
claim for’wood, and, eisewhere, 
the same-plea is advanced on 
behalf of brick. These advertiser 
ments are signed--by -groups of 
manufecturers, by organisations 
‘that include a whole trade ot 
industry, or, in some instances, 
they are not signed at all. This 
new era in advertising is partly 
due toa united effort, ina given 
industry, to combat competition 
from’the product of & separate

Rhineland High Commission has

encouraged—the Separatist move- 
ment in occupied Germany. 
Therefore it is mot surprising to 
have.protests from Berlin against 
this policy of alienating a portion 
of territory which is only occupied 
by the Allies as 2 pledgeyand 
cannot be taken over permanently 
without contravening the Peace 
Treaty. To help the inhabitants 
to break away from their proper 
Government, therefore, would 
hardly be playing the game, even 
though the German authorities 
merit scant consideration after 
their own underhand policy: 
and treaty breaches.’ It must 
not be forgotten that an indepen- 
dent Rhineland -if it were to be 
really independent— would re- 
quire the protection of one .or 
other of the Allies, thus adding to 
the list of preteyes,,already far 
too mans, and bringing off another 
possibility of fature dispntes. The 
best policy of all, and one we are 
glad to know is favoured by the 
British Government, is to let well 
alone, and not do anything which 
can easily make confusion worse 
confounded, . i:
